T he am ount is said 
to be nearer 15 0,000 shares. 
T he p resent stock holdings of the 
G ould fam ily in M issouri Pacific 
are believed to be about 125 ,000 
shares. 
T he total issue is about 
475 ,000 shares. 
B oth the R oc k e ­ 
fellers and the G oulds have p er­ 
sistently declined to say any thing 
about recent rum ors w hich have 
ranged over a broad field of con­ 
jecture— em bracing the transfer of 
the control of the Missouri Pacific 
to the Rock efellers and the consol­ 
idation of the M issouri Pacific and 
the M issouri, K ansas and Texas. 
J a y G ould at one time controlled 
both of these railroad systems, and 
did not deem it p racticable to unite 
them . 
R ailroad men w ho are fa­ 
miliar w ith the geograp hical course 
and extent of each system say that 
a consolidation w ould be no more 
desirable tiian a consolidation of 
the Pennsylvania railroad w ith the 
Chesap eak e and Ohio. 
E ach road 
extends from St. Louis to G alves­ 
ton, and there arc m any p oints be­ 
tw een touched by both. 
So long 
as uniform rates are m aintained by 
both lines, a union of m anagem ent 
would ap p arently 
not 
have any 
p articular advantage, esp ecially for 
the Missouri Pacific. 
T he 
p revailing idea 
in \V all 
street is that the Rock efellers, hav­ 
ing invested largely in Missouri, 
K ansas and T exas securities, w ith 
tardy financial returns, have con­ 
cluded to get control of the entire 
S outhw estern 
railw ay 
territory. 
T o do this it will be necessary for 
them to obtain a dom inant voice 
in the St. Louis S outhw estern, as 
well as in 
the Missouri 
Pacific. 
E d w in G ould is at p resent the con­ 
trolling p ow er in the 
S t. Louis 
S outhw estern, 
and

than one occasion exp ressed con­ 
fidence in the future of that p rop ­ 
erty.

Practically All Now in Ex istence Con­ 
structed During Past Ten Years. 
According to United States con­ 
sular reports nearly ail of what can 
be properly termed public works that 
exist to-dav in Siam liave been con- 
structod during the past ten years. 
Prior to that time, only a few canals, 
a very few streets, and a limited ex­ 
tent of telegraph line existed in the 
country. 
The construction of rail- 
roads began in 1801, altliough a horse 
car line had been started in Bangkok 
in ISSO. The first line of railway was 
about IT) miles 
in length, 
narrow 
gauge; running from Bangkok, the 
caphal, to Pak Nam, the port at the 
mouth of the IMcnani river. This en­ 
terprise is called the Nak Nam Rail­ 
way company, Ltd., and pays seven 
per cent, dividends regularly. 
The 
second was the government line, from 
Bangkok to Korat. a distaince of 105 
miles. This line, wliicIi was begun in 
1892 and is standard gauge, is now 
nearly complGted and will cost tlie 
government nearly $33,000 gold per 
mile. 
All the materials for this line 
have been manufactured in England, 
Germany and Belgium. 
A lino from P>an 5Iayee to Chicng- 
mai, a distance of about 100 miles, 
lias been started, and the first division 
()f about .50 miles is under construe- 
tioii. 
This line will also lie standard 
gauge. 
No manufactured m aterial 
to speak of have yet been purchased; 
for tJiis line. 
A I'ne of meter gauge (39.37 inch­ 
es) will possibly lie started next year, 
running to Ratliuri, ‘1-5 miles, and 
Petclialairee, 73 miles, from Bangkok 
towards the B urm ese/rontier.
